Sound Flogging 


Edward Gerlce, 804 Chandler vst, 


and Irvin Bitney, aged 17 and' IS 
years, were fined 5100 and costs each 
by Judge Hoppmann of the superior 
court Tuesday morning after .plead- 
ing guilty to throwing eggs into the 
Jewish synagogue on Mound St. last 
Friday night while services were be- 
ing held there. 


"If I had the power," the judge 


told the boys, "I should order the 
sheriff to take you out and give you 
a sound flogging. That is what you 
deserve, and if you were 10 or 12 
years old that is what you would get. 
You have committed an hisult and 
an outrage. Because I do not want 
to send you to jail, J am going to 
give-you the highest fine permissi- 
ble, 
SlOO and costs each, 
ami if 


either of you appear in court again, 
I shall not have forgotten this in- 
cident. 


The boys were arrested on the 


complaint of William Bloom, Mound 
St., who charged assault and battery. 
Attorney S. B. Schein appeared for 
Mr. Bloom, and declared that in his 
opinion a fine would not be a suf- 
ficient punishment for such an of- 
fense, as the boys' parents would 
pay the fine, thus making the pun- 
ishment fall on them, not on the real 
culprits. 


Carl N. Hill' and J. C. Harper, at-

persons, among whom 
threatening 


demonstrations occurred.

tanks ami several armored cars with 
a large force of police and military 
were stationed about the structure. 


•It was announced that the strike 


which originally .was intended as a 
one day celebration would continue 
until th_e prisoners were released.

to expand his knowledge of the 


• world drew him in 1919 to the 


old world. 
He went first to 


England and then 
to France. 


After he "lift me, I returned to 
the west, and for quite a while

"Terrible as the shock is for 


me, my heart goes out to his 
father and'mother, who are left 
alone in Paterson." 
Later announcements from Berlin 


stated that DeMott was shot dead 
while attempting to escape from mil- 
itary arrest. 


DeMott, who was 22 years 
old, 


was taken prisoner by government 
troops near Dinslaken, southwest of 
Wesel, early last week charged with 
being in possession of arms and aid- 
ing in the rebellion. He was caught 
in company with members of the 
red army, according to the govern- 
ment statement. 


DeMott is said to have claimed 


that he was a newspaper man who 
was given an American passport be- 
cause he was engaged in relief work. 
Among the credentials found in his 
possession, it is stated, were papers 
indicating he was abc.ut to leave 
for Eussia.

He was 21 or 22 
when'sentenced. Three times he has 
applied for'a pardon, and his case 
has interested Eev. Philip Pollota 
and a number of protestant minis- 
ters. The family .of Niccolo is well 
thought of in the city, according to 
a local attorney, and a number of 
Madison business men have written 
letters to the governor in regard to 
the matter.

OW that everybody is talk- 


ing fashions, or condemn-

when F. L. Tripp, -82, a pioneer 
of Eau 
Claire, was 
breaking 


ground on a homestead in that 
section. 


Tripp invented and patented 


several popular women's necess- 
ities, not to mention a copper- 
toed boot, a wagon spring and 
other 
devices, which 
are 
far 


from feminine in makeup. 


Back in 1863, Tripp managed ' 


a women's wear shop there and 
it was then that he invented n • 
corset from whalebone, used to 
stiffen the old-fashioned hoop- 
skirt. Field & Lieter of Chica- 
go pressed 
Mr. Tripp 
so hard 


for the output that he finally 
sold the patent to a traveling 
salesman for $500. 


But h'e was riot done. This' 


was 
only 
the 
Warner short 


waist corset. He later invented 
a long 
waist corset. 
This he 


also sold for $500. It made the 
manufacturers a fortune. Then 
twenty-five years 
later 
Tripp ^ 


got busy and invented a "dress 
down" model, a low bust fashion 
that immediately became popu- 
lar, and then he turned out an 
abdominal 
corset that 
made 


much money. 


Milliners 
protested 
hatpins 


invented 
by Tripp when they 


s;:w the end of their ribbon bon- 
net ties, 
but the invention be- 


came popular, and the man real- 
ized 
$10,000 from 
a 
hatpin 


stamping machine. 


And then just to show that he 


was not a one-idea man he in- 
vented a spring, wagon tongue, 
which relieved the weight from 
the neckyoke of horses. 
From 


this he realized $5,000 and the 
man who bought it made a. for- 
tune. 


It was in the days before the 


Civil War that Tripp hammered 
copper pennies fiat nnd nailed 
them to the toe of his boots, to 
protect them. This gave him an 
idea and he patented the metal- 
toed shoe. A friend put up the 
necessary funds for a factory 
and Tripp sold out to him for 
$10,000.

MAY WE NOT SUGGEST 


AY we not suggest" that the Wilson hypnosis has lost 


._ its last, lingering semblance of potency? 
May me not hint, with proper respect, that the 'Wilson 


idea " once so domineering, is keeping company in Hades with 
the great host of ideas that once ruled and now are discredited 
and forgotten? 
. . 


When last week twenty-two members of his own party join- 


ed the Republicans in voting for immediate peace with Ger- 
many, any doubt that Wilson was politically dead was swept 
away. He stands today before the world in magnificent isola- 
tion—a second Clemenceau. 


Dead, but why? 
Less than two years ago, in Paris, he was on the crest of 


the wave of popularity and power that had swept him abreast 
of the world's great leaders. The hope of America was crystal- 
ized in his program; the soldiers of England and France looked 
to him for justification and compensation for their four years 
of labor; the peasants in Italy, they say, burnt candles and 
prayed before his picture. And today— 


Dead, but why? 
There have been many theories. Did he consciously betray 


America? That would be unbelievable. Were his weakness 
and vacillation so enormous as to fall easy prey to the glutton- 
ous selfishness of the old-world vultures a,t the peace table? Did 
he feel in the last moment that his program of idealism was too 
! patently out of harmony with the materialism of our age? Or 
, was he merely outgeneraled by the shrewd masters of European 
' diplomacy? 


Many intelligent, many well-founded explanations have been 


advanced" in the inquiry into the great problem of why Wilson 
failed. We 'believe that many years will elapse before the mys- 


' tery, with all its complexities, is satisfactorily cleared up. 


But we believe, also, that no true solution will fail ,to take 


into account the gulf that exists between head-leadership and 
heart-leadership. 
Head-leadership, which deals and juggles 


with cold principles and formulas; and heart-leadership, which 
understands and interprets the warm, living river of dreams and 
aspirations that flow through the 'body of a nation. 


Wilson had the qualities of head-Ieadei«hip. Having led the 


nation into war these qualities served him well. The heart of 
America needed no interpretation, for all the emotions and hopes 
of that heart were by persuasion and force contracted into one 
easily definable emotion: the passion to win. So Wilson led his 
people <to victory. 


But how was it with the world when peace came? Those 


hopes and longings, suppressed during four years of agony, could 
no longer be denied. A sick world demanded relief from an- 
cient ills; it demanded new opportunity, new justice, new and 
absolute guarantees that it be spared another such international 
madness. 
- 


And how was it with Wilson? These moving currents of 


life could not penetrate to the cloistered calm where he still 
babbled of principles. 
Heart-leadership would have grasped 


the currents' vital force, would have understood and sympa- 
thized, and would have died a terrible death rather than relin- 
quish one jot of their insistent demand. But head-leadership 
does not draw its sustenance and inspiration from the strug- 
gling earth, it elevates itself above the'clouds and seeks there 
other head-leaders to challenge and combat. 


Thus, we believe, Wilson brought no new morality to the 


peace-table. It was a meeting where head-leadership was en- 
shrined. No ears were turned to catch the pulse of the 'beating 
earth; the proceedings became, in effect, an intellectual game 


i of cihess with the bleeding nations as pawns. 


Why dwell on the shameful end of the game? It was all so 


beautifully and crisply said long ago by Henry Davis Thoreau: 


"Others—as most legislators, politicians, lawyers, minis- 


ters, and office-holders—serve the State chiefly with their 
heads; and as they rarely make any moral distinctions, they 
are as likely to serve the devil, without intending it, as God."

In the case of Victor Berper, Congress, being quite par- 


ticular about the personnel of that body, acted with precision 
and with dispatch in disposing of the presence of the congress- 
man-elect from Milwaukee. 


The difference in the treatment accorded these two repre- 


sentatives is discussed editorially by the San Francisco CaH and 
Post as follows: 


After "Victor Berger of Wisconsin was found guilty 


of opposing the war the house of representatives de- 
cided that he was not fit to participate in the making 
of the laws. His opinions are not only unpopular, they 
are positively objectionable to most of the country, he 
was only a Socialist, and the house felt safe in neglect- 
- 


ing or offending his constituents. So they banished 
him, and did it a second time—just for good luck, after 
he had been-re-elected by his constituents.
